COINAGE OF NEW REIGN 


AN AUSTRALIAN IS CHOSEN TO 
MAKE THE DESIGNS. 


High Honor ts Paid to Mr. Bertram 
Mackennal, Who Was the First 
Overseas Artist to Be Elected to 
the Royal Academy—He Designed 
the Medals for the Olympic Games 
—Has Done Many Fine Statues. 


It is announced that Mr. Bertram 
Mackennal, A.R.A., has been chosen 
to design and model the new coinage 
and the Coronation medal, which 
will be struck next year in com- 
memoration of King George’s acces- 
sion. The appointment has a special 
fitness from the fact that Mr. Mac- 
kennal was the first artist from the 
Overseas Dominions to secure elec- 
tion to the Royal Academy. But 
apart from sentiment, he has justified 
his latest commission by the beauti- 
ful series of medals which he exe- 
cuted for the Olympic games of 1909. 
The son of an Australian sculptor, 
Mr. Mackennal was born in Mel-

bourne in 1863. and coming to Eurone 
in early manhood, studied for some 
years in Paris. His name first came 
into public notice through the con- 
troversy aroused by his life-size nude 
“Circe,’’ which was exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in {the "nineties. In 
the opinion of ths ‘Hanging Commit- 
tee, the base of the statue was too 
realistic for exhibition at Burlington 
House, and that wus discreetly cov- 
ered. The “Circe’’ was shown at the 
Franco-British Exhibition three years 
ago, without drapery. After execut- 


ing several memorial statues of 
Queen Victoria, one of which was | 
erected at Blackburn, Mr. Macken- 


nal received two important London 
commissions—the South African War 
Memorial at Islington and the pedi- 
mental group for the 
Local Government Board. In 1907 
the artist’s ‘‘Earth and the Elements” 
was purchased for the nation under 
the terms of the Chantry Bequest, 
and in the following year he was 


even more fortunate, the same trus- | 


tees purchasing for $5,000 his life- 
sized marble ‘Diana Wounded,” 
now in the large sculpture hall at 
the Tate Gallery. In the _ present 
Academy the Australian sculptor is 
represented by a beautiful statuette,

gaged upon the statuary which is to 
decorate the St. Paul’s Cross, now

*Politicals” Get Sanctuary When They 
Reach Foreign Soil. 


When a man commits an oMinary 
trime and then flies to another 
country, the Government of that coun- 
try is, as a general rule, only too glad 
to hand him over on demand, and 
ory “Good riddance to bad rubbish.” 

en, however, the crime happens 
to be a political one, the case is alto- 
gether different. In such an event 
it not infrequently welcomes him with 
open arms. In any case it almost in- 
| variably refuses to surrender him. 

This is in accordance with both the 
written and unwritten law of nations. 
which decrees “right of sanctuary”’ to 
political offenders, and for this reason 
'8 good deal more is likely to be heard 
in the near future of the “Savarkar 
incident,” as it is now beginning to be 
called. 

Savarkar, it will be remembered, 
was the Hindoo student who was ar- 
rested in London for carrying on a 
seditious propaganda /in India, and 
was deported to that country for trial. 

nm the way out there, however, the 
steamer that was conveying him put 
into the hurbor of Marseilles, and 
Sarvarkar seized the opportunity to 
jump overboard and swim ashore. 

A French policeman arrested him 
as he clambered up the quay side, and 
handed him over to the crew of the 
ship’s boat that was sent to fetch him 
back, in ignorance of the fact that he 
was a political offender. But he was 
one, in fact. He had set foot on French 
soil; and he had thereby entitled him- 
self to his “right of sanctuary.” As a 
consequence, the French Government, 
as soon as it learned the truth of the 
matter, started to make “‘friendly re- 
| presentations” to the British Govern- 
ment, and these are still in progress. 
What the result will be remains to 
be seen. 

Nor are other nations much fess 
tender of the rights of ‘‘politicals,’’ as 
this class of offender is generally de- 
signed for short. Switzerland, for in- 
stnce, refused to give up the notor- 
ious Vera Zassoulich, who shot Gen. 
Trepoff, the chief of police, at St. 
Petersburg. Stepniak, the famous 
Nihilist, fived in France, Germany, 
and Italy before finally taking refuge 
in England; and by each of these 
three nations in turn was his extra- 
dition refused.

REPORT OF ROYAL COMMISSION 
1S PRESENTED 


The Report is Embodied in a Lengthy 
Document of 58 Pages, and Practi- 
cally Exonerates the Late Govern- 
ment from any Imputations Cast 
Upon Its Members—No Personal 
Interest Proven. 


Edmonton.—There was nearly a full 
attendance of members when the legis- 
lature convened for the special ses- 
sion. Proceedings were opened with 


throne. 

The report of the royal commission, 
whose members investigated the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway 
deal, was presented to the legislature. 
The report is embodied in a pamphlet 
of 58 pages and is in reality two separ- 
ate reports, one of which is signed by 
Judge Harvey and Judge Scott, and 
the other by Judge Beck. Judge Beck 


finds that the imputations cast upon | 


Hon. Mr. Rutherford, Hon. C. W. 
Cross and J. K. Cornwall, M.L.A., 
were groundless. In other words he 
absolves them of blame in connection 
with the transaction. A summary of 
the report follows: 

“Your commissioners, appointed by 
your commission issued on the 16th 
day of March; 1910, to enquire whe- 
ther any, and if any, which officer or 
officers of the goverriment or mem- 
ber or members of the legislature of 
the province were or are interested, 
either directly or indirectly, by them- 
selves or through others, in the erec- 
tion, incorporation or organization of 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway company, or in the making of 
or entering into or carrying out of a 
certain contract between the govern- 
ment of the province and the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway com- 

any, or the guaranteeing by the prov- 
ince of the securities of the said com- 
pany, or the sale thereof, or in the 
proceeds of or in the amount realized 
from the diSposition or sale of the said 
securities or otherwise howsoever in 
connection with the said company, 
and to report thereon for the informa- 
tion of the legislature, beg to submit 
the following report:’’ 

Thirty-eight pages are pentpeed by 
a report of Messrs. Scott and Harvey. 
They state “the evidence does not 
warrant the finding that there was or 
is any personal interest on the part of 
Dr. Rutherford or Mr. Cross.’ 

The remaining 20 pages of the re- 
port are contributed by Judge Beck, 
who gives the result of his finding: 

“(1) That Mr. Cornwall had prior to 
the 20th of July, 1908, or thereabouts, 
an interest in the Athabasca Railway 
company, which was on that date or 
thereabouts acquired by Mr. Clarke; 
(2) that with the above exception with 
respect to Mr. Cornwall, neither Mr. 
Rutherford, Mr. Cross nor Mr. Corn- 
wall were at any time up to the date 
of this inquiry interested, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, by himself or 
through others, in the erection. incbor- 
pxeecs or organization of the Al- 

rta and Great Waterways Railway 
company, or in the making or entering 
into or carrying out a certain contract 
between the government and the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways Railway 
company, or the guaranteeing by the 
province of the securities of the said 
company, or the sale thereof. or in the 
proceeds of or the amount realized 
from the disposition or the sale of the 
said securities, or otherwise howsoever 
in connection with the said com- 
pany.” 


SURVEYING LINE 


C. N. R. May Build Into the Peace 
River and Grande Prairie 
Country 
Edmonton, Alta.—A railway line in- 
to the Peace River and, Grande Prairie 
country, striking off the main line of 
the C. N. R. just east of Lac Ste. 
Anne, is now being surveyed by engin- 
eers of the Canadian Northern, accord- 
ing to word brought to the city by set- 
tlers. Parties have been working in 
the neighborhood of Lac Ste. Anne for 
several weeks, headed northwest to- 
ward the crossing of the Athabasca at 
old Fort Assiniboine. This new sur- 
vey will connect with the old survey 
made to Fort Assiniboine several years 
ago. The construction of a line into 
the Peace River country has been con- 
templated by the C. N. R. for some 
time. The provincial government has 
guaranteed the bonds of the company 

for the first fifty miles of the line.

PLEASED WITH RESULTS 


| HOPE FOR SUCCESSFUL ISSUE 
OF TRADE NEGOTIATIONS 


| eennerdaid Between Representatives 
of Canada and U. S. on Subject of 
Improved Trade Relations Has 
Terminated—No Conclusions Have 
Been Reached, but Further Pro- 
gress is expected at Next Meeting. 


Ottawa.—At the conclusion of the 
meeting of the Canadian and United 
States trade negotiations, the follow- 
ing satement was given out by Mr, 
Fielding, finance minister: 

“The conference between the repre- 
sentatives of Canada and the United 
States on the subject of improved 
trade relations has terminated. 

“The conference began en Saturday, 
| the fifth instant, and was continued 
on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday. 
The whole session was of most frank 
and friendly nature. While no con- 
clusion was reached, the ground was 
cleared and a further conference will 
be held in Washington probably early 
in January. The members of the 
conference, Messrs. Hoyt, Pepper and 
Foster of the United States, and 
Messrs. Fielding and Paterson for 
;Canada, separated with the strong 
hope that on the resumption of the 
conference at Washington an arrange- 
ment can be reached that will prove 
acceptable to the people on both sides 
of the boundary.”’ 

Mr. Pepper, speaking for the Ameri- 
can members, said: 

“We leave Ottawa feeling the out- 
look is for a successful issue of nego- 
tiations when they are resumed at 


) Washington. We have appreciated 
| very much the cordial manner in 
which we have been received in Can- 


ada, and the frank and friendly spirit 
in which the Canadian negotiators 
have met us. However, we cannot 
make a statement as to any conclus- 
ions which have been reached because 
there have been none.” 

Mr. Pepper explained that there had 
been a general discussion of the situa- 
tion, and that the ground had been 
cleared of preliminaries and that Jan- 
uary would find much pioneer work 
done. It is understood that the com- 
missioners of both countries believe 
that the January meeting will result 
in an agreement being reached. The 
feeling at Ottawa is that natural pro- 
| ducts from Canada will be given easier 
access to the United States, and that 
some American manufactures will be 
given freer admission to Canada. 
There are a good many lines of those 
which Canada could admit on easier 
terms without disturbing any vested 
interests. Among these are watches 
and clocks, instruments and many 
other lines of refined manufactures.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxvi, 36-56. 
Memory Verses, 38, 39—Golden 
Text, Matt. xxvi, 46—Commentary

It may have been, as some think, 
not far from midmght when Jesus 
went forth with His aisciples over the 
His way to Geth- 
semune. We think of another night 
which in some smali méasure fore- 
shadowed this one, when the king of 
Israel fled for his tife across this same 
brook, accompanied by a few faithful 
foilowers, because of the rebellion of 
nis son Absalom. In our lesson we 
see the true King of Israel about to be 
put to death by His firstborn (Ex. iv, 
22) and about to enter into an agony 
the like of which was never. before 
seen by men or angels on this earth. 
Possibly He had spoken the words of 


| John xv and xvi on His way to the 


garden and had prayed the prayer of 
chapter xvii after reaching the garden, 
Of this we cannot be certain. But 
now He leaves the eight disciples 
somewhere in the garden, and, taking 
Peter and James and John, He was 
withdrawn ‘from the others about a 
stone’s cast and began to be sorrowful 
and very heavy, saying unto them, 
“My soul is exceeding sorrowful even 
unto death; tarry ye here and watch 
with Me.” Then, leaving the three, 
He went a little farther and kneeled 
down and fell on His face on the 
ground and prayed the prayer of verse 
39. Luke says that an angel from 
heaven appeared unto Him and 
strengthened Him, and, being in an 
agony, He prayed more earnestly, and 
His sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the ground. 
He came to the disciples and found 
them asleep and said to Peter, “What, 
could ye not watch with Me one 
hour?’ Watch and pray (verses 40, 
41). He went away the second time 
and prayed the same prayer. Then He 
came again to them and found them 
asleep again and went away the third 
time and prayed the same’ words. 
Then He came the third time unto 
His disciples and said unto them, 
“Sleep on now and take your rest; 
behold, the hour is at hand, and the 
Son of Man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners.’ Luke xxii, 45, 46, looks 
as if when He returned to the eight 
He found them asleep also and said 
to them: ‘‘Why sleep ye? Rise and 
pray lest ye enter into temptation.” 
We can read it and write it and medi- 
tate upon it, but, who can understand 
it? : 

What was the cup from which He 


|; asked if possible to be delivered and 


yet in the drinking of which He sub- 
mitted wholly to the Father’s will? 
Was it the same cup as that of John 
xviii, 11, concerning which He said, 
“The cup which my Father hath given 
me, shall T not drink it?” It looks as 
if the devil did not know what he was 
doing when he killed the Lord Jesus, 
for it is written in Heb, ii, 12, that 
Jesus took a body of flesh and blood 
that through death He might destroy 


| him that had the power of death—that 
'is, the devil. 


We know that he tried 
to kill him at His birth, and possibly 
he tried to drown Him in that storm 
on the sea. Perhaps he thought that 


if he could kill Him before he reached 


the cross he would frustrate the whole 
plan of redemption. If that be so and 
we can consider Gethsemane as the 
devil’s attempt to kill Him in the gar- 
den, then the Saviour’s prayer may 
have been a prayer that He might not 
die in the garden and leave His great 
work unfinished, but that He might 
have victory in the garden and go on 
to Golgotha and finish His work of 
atonement for sin. That would ex- 
reason why an _ angel 
strengthened Him. If we are right in 
this supposition, then His willingness 
to die in the garden, if His Father 
should so will it, and leave His work 
unfinished in very sight of the goal 
is the greatest instance of submission 
on record. To be willing not to suc- 
ceed with success in sight—who ever 
heard of such a thing? 

But the cup of dying in the garden 
passed from Him, and he was 
strengthened supernaturally and went 
on gladly to drink the cup which His 
Father had prepared for Him. In that 
light listen to Heb. v, 7, ‘Who in the 
days of His flesh, when He had offered 
up prayers and supplications, with 
strong crying and tears, unto Him 
that was able to save Him from death 
and was heard in that He feared.”” In 
I, John v, 15, it is written, “If we 
know that He hear us whatsoever we 
ask we know that we have the peti- 
tions that we desired of Him.” He 
prayed to Him who was able to save 
Him from death, and He was heard; 
therefore He was saved from death in 
the garden in order that He might 
finish His work of atonement by dying 
on the cross for our sins. If these 
thoughts are wrong may the Lord for- 
give us for daring to tolerate them, 
but if they are of Him may He bless 
them and grent us victory to do His 
will and perfect submission to it. 
Now see the agent of the devil daring 


}to kiss our Lord, and behold our Lord 


submitting to it knowing him to be 
who and what he Was. Simon Peter 
would have done better without a 
sword, but how many blunders of his 
end ours has our blessed Lord rome- 
died! Are we helping people to hear, 
or are we by inconsistencies hindering 
them from hearing?

I.—Fresh Air In the Home. 
Its Low Cost and 
High Value

HE old Greek philosophers re- 
garded air as a simple and 
unchangeable elemeut- like | 
gold, silver, ete. and the 

problem of how air sustains. life was 
certainly “Greek” to them. 

This ignorance of the composition 
of air persisted until the latter part 
of the eighteenth century, when Priest- | 
ley discovered that air is a mixture of | 
gases, one of which, oxygen, is neces- | 
sary to life. Ry experiment on ani- | 
mals he demonstrated that in passing 
through the lungs air parts with some | 
of its oxygen to the blood und takes 
from the blood a poisonous gas—car- 
bon dioxide. Priestley, of course, was 
not aware that air muy also bring 
from the lungs and throat other or- 
ganic impurities and the microbe: of 
disease. As ignorance of these facts 
existed for thousands of years it is 
not strange that our ancestors buiided 
their homes and ordered their lives | 
entirely without regard to the value of | 
fresh air. Even now, however, the 
old habits persist to some extent, and 
stuffy, overheated, ill ventilated rooms 
may be found in every community. 

If fresh air were a high priced com- 
modity there would be some excuse / 
for not breathing it. But, except in 
the case of overcrowded tenement 
districts, pure air is within the reach

Fresh Air Facts. 

In the first piace, answering the pos- 
sible query, “What bas all this talk | 
about fresb air dune for humanity?" | 
would say that it bas lowered the 
death rate from consumptiou over 40 
per cent in the last thirty years. In 
the same period it has reduced the 
death rate among people under thirty 
years of age about 80 per cent. It 
bas dune sv much that cautious, con- 
servative scientific men ure jooking 
forward tv a complete eradication of | 
cousumption and otber communicable 
diseases and their banishment to the 
limbe where the “blavk death” and 
emailpox bave been driven. 

Pure gir is composed of, approst- | 
mately, seventy-nine parts alitrogen and 
twenty ove parts oxygen, a trace of 
carbon dioxide, vapor of water and 
minute quantities of other elements | 
which have po known influence en the | 
body. After air is expelled from the 
jungs it covteains, as Priestley first 
demonstrated, an iucreased amvunt of 
carbon dioxide aud a reduced amount 
of oxygen. 

It bas been estimated that each per- 

requires 8,000 cubic feet of fresh 
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air per hour if the proportion of car- 
bon dioxide is to be kept below 6 parts 
in 10,000—the pure air limit. , 

It must not be thought that carbon 
dioxide in excess of that quantity is 
particularly harmful. If unmingled 


| with other impurities it may be pres- 
| ent In the proportion of 50 to 100 


parts per 10,000 without endangering 
fe. As usually present in dwelling 
rooms, schoolrooms, factories, etc., 
however, it is an index of the amount 
of other Impurities exhaled from the 
lunge and skin, 

Open country alr bas been found to 
contain only 8 parts per 10,000 car. 


| bon dioxide, while the air of a crowa- 
| ed schoolroom may contain twenty 


times that amount and be correspond- 
ingly vitiated by organic impurities, 
microbes and what has been well 
named the “sewage” of the lungs and 
skin. 

Renewing Air In Rooms. 

Even where a jiberal air space is 
allotted to each individual it is neces- 
sary that the air of a room be com- 
pletely changed at least once every 
hour. In schools and factories where 
there is limited air space per capita 
arrangements are often made for 
changing the air from five to seven 
times per hour. 

One gas burner consumes as much 
oxygen as four and one-half men. 

I have considered thus far the air 
poisons and deleterious matters de- 
rived from the buman body. Other 
sources of contamination ajso exist 
and are a menace to health. I have 
mentioned vapor of water as an ingre- 
dient of pure air. This vapor is quite 
necessary to health, and its absence 
occasions a peculiar dryness of the 
skin and a stuffiness in the head which 


is often the first stage of a common | 


cold, The cold is directly caused by 
microbes, but the system is laid open 
to their attatks by the conditions 
above described. 

The absence of vapor of water is 
usually the result of faulty heating 
methods. A hot uir furnace or stove 
will supply unduly dry air unless 
some device is uxed for supplying 
moisture, Such devices are ordinarily 
attached to furnaces ip the form of a 
small reservoir opening into the air 
supply. Neglect to keep this reservoir 
filled with water is a serious mistuke 


and may be responsible for much dis- | 


comfort and illness Where no such 
device is a part of the heating appara 
tus a vessel of water should be priced 
upon the stove or ut some point where 
the hot air will pass over it and take 
up the moisture; otherwise it will take 
tbe moisture from the body. 

The temperature in the house should 
not be allowed to rise above 6& de- 
grees. Neglect of this precaution is 
frequently responsible for undue sus- 
ceptibility to colds. 


Some Ventilation Points. 

Ip considering the practical problem 
of ventilation the following items ure 
of most iniportance: 

The most etlicient means of ventilat. 


| ing, especially in the winter time, is 


the heating system. The bot air fur- 
nace, which insures a constant supply 
of fresh outside air, is the best sys- 
tem if the air is supplied direct to 
euch room and the precautions taken 
to keep the air moist which | have 
already outlined. While this system 
does pot provide for releasing bad air, 
this usually escapes through the cracks 
of doors and windows. It is desir 
able, however, (to bave open fireplaces 
wherever possible to insure the rapid 
escape of vitiated air. Where stoves 
are employed the air is not changed 
very rapidly, and the dangers of con- 
tamination from coal gas necessitate 
some special means of ventilation. An 
excellent measure is to raise the lower 
sash of a window about four: inches 
and close the opening witb ap accu- 
rately fitting board. This will allow 
the alr to come in between the two 
Sasbes without causing a draft. Two 
boles may be cut in this board and 
small boxes opening toward the cell- 
ing placed over them. 

As frequently as possible living 
rooms sheuld be thoroughly ventilated 
by opening all windows and dovrs and 
rapidly and completely changing the 
air. 
Where the hot water or steam sys- 
tem is used for heating the above pre- 
cautions are also advisable, as such 
systems do not provide any means of 
ventilation. 


Ventilating at Night. 

The probier: of ventilating at night 
is mpch simpler, but in all these mat- 
ters common sense and caution must 
be used. In the winter time pre- 
cautions ‘should be taken against 
drafts, but a thorough ventilation of 
the sleeping rooms should be rigidly 
maintained regurdléss of the condition 
of the weather. It is usually possi- 
ble to have free ventilation without 
draft by properly placing the bed. 
The ideal method, however, is to have 
a sleeping porch or balcony, where one 
may sleep practically in the open. Sach 
a porch can easily be adjusted for 
protection from inclement weather. 

Another method fs the window tent. 
This is very much like an ordinary 
window awning, but is placed on the 
inside of the window, over the upper 
part of the sleeper’s body. completely 
shutting him off from the air of the 
room. This method has the advantage 
of insuring the constant breathing of 
outside air without drafts and at the 
same time keeping the temperature of 
the room fairly warm. 

Not more thdn one person should 
sleep In a small bedroom. If porsible 
children should sleep alone and each 
child have a room to Itself.

Why not Doge of the 
British Empire? Why not Stadholder 


Why not Mikado of the Isles? Why 
should there be a Dey of Tripoli, and 
no Dey of Turnham Green? Why 
should Tartary have had a Cham, 
while Tonbridge had no trace of a 
Cham? Why should we hear (with 
helpless envy) of there having. once 
been an Akond of Swat, when it is 
vain to hope for any Akond of Sur- 
biton? I know not how to comfort 
my fellow-countrymen for the loss of 
all these sumptuous an soaring 
titles, except by reminding them 
‘however sad it may seem) that they 
are a great people, with a history of 
their own. We do not call our ruler 
an Emperor for the same reason that 
we do not call him a Brother of the 
Sun and Moon; because it is our na- 
tions) tradition to call him something 
else. Brother of the Sun and Moon 
is a much vastér and grander title 
than either Empero: or King; and if 
you want something grander still, 1 
am. sure I could invent it. Uncle of 
the Universe would be good, or 
Cousin of the Cosmos. There are 
greater titles than King of himself 
an Emperor. But even to call your- 
self King of England was a_ great 
buriness; still more to be one. To 
be a King like Edward J., or even 
like Edward III., is to look down as 
from a pinnacle upon all the chance 
brigands and compromising courtiers 
who hnve managed to “wear the 
purple” in the anarchies of East and 
West. To call a British King, wear- 
ing the crown of Arthur and Alfred, 
by the. foolish. foreign name suggest- 
ed;>is to me almost madly laughable; 
I would as soon call England by the 
improved name of, Heligoland. 


Record of the Black Death. 


“The black death’’ is the name the 
plague, or Asiatic cholera, used to be 
called by, and there is nothing more 
tragic in all the history of man than 
the record of the ‘“‘black death” in 
Europe. In the 14th centusy one 
epidemic after another spread among 
the people. Twenty-five millions of 
human beings are believed to have 
perished in this single series of epi- 
demics. Rich and poor alike were 
affected. In Oxford two-thirds of the 
student population died. In Con- 
stantinople the people died at the 
rate of 10,000 a day. Charms, incan- 
tations, fear, filth, ignorance «and 
superstition fed the disease. 

Curious results came of the long 
period of panic and of dying. The 
famous “‘dance of death,” in which 
desperate human beings parodied 
and made fun of the plague, illus- 
trating the ‘‘dance of death” with 
grinning skulls and skeletons, was 
one feature. Another, curiously 
enough, in England, was the tremen- 
dous rise in the cost of labor. The 
workmen died so fast that there were 
few left to do the work, and the few 
that could work were offered extra- 
vagant wages-—although laws were 
passed to keep the wages down. It 
is said that this sudden rise in wages 
laid the foundation of the emancipa- 
tion of working people in England.

RAILROADING in he ROCKIES

What the Engineers Know as the Big 
Hill Is the Heavy Grade In the 
Kicking Horse Pass on the C.P.R. 
and There Have Been Many Queer 
Incidents There Ever Since Origin- 
al Horse Kicked a Man. 


When Dr. James Hector was explor- 
ing the western slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains in British Columbia he 
happened to pass too near to the heels 
of ‘an ill-tempered cayuse. The ani- 
mal probably not realizing the future 
signiticance of his action, kicked the 
explorer with such vehemence as to 
break three of his ribs and apparently 
kill him. .80 convinced were the In- 
dian guides of Dr. Hector’s demise

him when he recovered enough to pro- 
test against any undue haste. When 
at last Dr. Hector was able to travel 
he investigated the course of the 
stream near which his premature 
grave had been dug, and found the 
pass to the west for which he had 
sought earliet in vain, After him 
the Hudson* Bay Co.' put a. trail 
through, which was followed years lat- 
er by the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
Dr. Hector’s experience with the cay- 
use was, however, only a’ preliminary 
to incidents of which ‘‘The Big Hill,” 
as the railroad engineers know it, was 
the seene. The grade here varied be- 
tween 3.5 and 4.5 r cent. for an 
eight-mile stretch. Four engines were 
required to haul a train up, and on 
the way down the trainmen walked 
alongside to be sure that the brakes 
were not “‘heating’”’ or wheels sliding.

In a Meat Packing Plant 


(Continued from last week) 

After the hams, backs and bellies are 
graded they are placed in vats, all ina 
vat being approximately the same size, 
and covered with pickle. When well 


pickled they are sent to the smoke 
house and th smoked over 
bard = maple _ fire’ Out of the 


smoke house into the packing room 


is the last step forthese parts. Here 
they are stamped, wrapped and labeled 
ready for the sale, 

The surplus fat is sent to the lard re- 
finery where it is hashed up, put into 
kettles and subjected toa great heat. 
It is then strained and run down over a 
sooling roller, Automatic knives scrape 
the lard from the roller$, which is kept 
cool by an ammonia process, and then it 
is packed in tins. Another very ijnport- 
ant part of the pork packing is the cook- 
ed meat department. The greatest out- 
put from this is boiled ham. The hams 
are first boned, then pressed into metal 
cylinders by machinery after being cover- 
ed with canvas. When boiled in this 
manner the hams come out in the best 
possible shape for slicing. Other parts of 
the carcass are converted into sausage of 


various grades.

The same iuspection is maintained 
as for hogs. The most cSmmon diseases 
encountered are tuberculosis and lump 
jaw. The carcass is lowered to the floor 
and skinned, experts removing the hide 
in a very few minutes. This floor is 
inclined, and a constant stream of water 
runs off all blood and dirt into gutters. 
After skinning, the carcass is again hoist- 
ed, the entrails removed, the carcas split 
and washed thoroughly. The entrails 
go through the same process as do those 
from the hogs. 

As the beef is mostly shipped in half 
carcasses, there is no need of as exten- 
sive cutting rooms as with the pork, buta 
small amount for the city trade is cut 
up on the premises. The process of get- 
ting it ready for market is also shortened 
as no parts are smoked’ The sides are
